The Soviet water polo team 
drubbed Egypt, 16—1, in their 
second game of the world cham- 
pionships at Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
and are now the leaders of Umlr 
elimination group. They out- 
played Australia In their opening 
game, 1 1—8. Irrespective of 
their dosing elimination gams 
with the USA, tire USSR team 
has secured a place for them- 
selves In the second stage, which 
will feature eight teams altogeth- 
er made up of two qualifying 
teams from each elimination 
group. In the two semifinals 
groups the teams will only play 
two games each, with their eai- 
lier qualification performance to 
be counted towards the ultimata 
standings. 

Two top teams from each 
semifinals group wilt enter the 
finals. 


FASTER AW FASTER 
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Altogether four new world 
records wore set In the national 
under water speed swimming 
championships under way at 
the Ollropllsky spoils complex 
111 Moscow. 

In the 800 m Svetlana Uspen- 
skaya, (roin Kiev, clocked 
7 min 20.78 sec using flippers, 
a 0.02 sec Improvement on the 
world mark, while three mate 
contenders Improved the world 
record of 1.29.40 tn their sim- 
ilar ovent.

by Leonid Brezhnev to the Chair- 
man of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization Yasslr Arafat. 

We In the Soviet Union high- 
ly commend and support your 
profound senso of responsibility 
and are convinced of the right- 
ness of your cause for which 


you fight so that blood Is never 
again spilled in the streets of 
Beirut end so that the Arab peo- 
ple of Palestine may secure 
their right to life and free Inde- 
pendent development, stressed 
Leonid Brezhnev. 

The telegram says that tho

FOR AN END TO ATROCITIES IN LEBANON 


New York. The UN Security 
Council, which has met for nn 
emergency session requested by 
Ibo Soviet Union, tins called (or 
an Immediate withdrawal of lha 
Israeli troops to the positions 
Uioy occupied before August 1, 

1981 

The resolution submitted by 
Spain and Jordan, points out 
that in case Israel falls to com- 
ply, fire Security Council will 
have to meet again to consider 
tho Introduction of effective 
measures In keeping with Article 
7 of the UN Charier which pro- 
vides for sanctions against a 
country defying UN resolutions. 


The resolution was adopted by 
14 votes, with f lie Untied Stales 
abstaining. By doing so the 
United States lets lha Israeli ag- 
gressors know that there 
■will ba no serious objections In 
Washington should thoy decide 
to complete operations to seize 
and destroy Beirut. Tho vote 
and tho dobates in the Security 
Council have again shown that 
Israel and the United Slalea are 
In a slate of comploto interna- 
tional Isolation, as even their 
closest allies refuse to support 
and thereby Identify themselves 
with the crimes against humanity 
being committed In Lebanon.

RELYING ON EFFICIENCY 


During an energy crisis car 
buyars in tbo West are concern- 
ed primarily not with engine 
power or In gaining the maxi- 
mum speed but practising econ- 
omy. Engineers from the Ford 
Motol Company have developed 
two experimental three-cylinder 
engines. One Is a petrol engine 
consuming 4.7 litres of fuel per 
100 km within the city limits 
and 3.4 litres on a high-speed 
motor way. The corresponding 
figures of the diesel engine are 
3.7 and 2.76 Hires per 101) km. 


COD-LIVER OIL 
AND YOUR HEART 

An Interesting experiment to 
determine the effect of cod-liver 
oil on patients suffering from 
cardiovascular diseases is being 
carried out by a research group 
of medical experts from the Uni- 
versity of Sheffield. 

It has been noted that in coun- 
tries where fish traditionally oc- 
cupies a large place on the 
menu— In Turkey and Japan, for 
example, and especially among 
the Eskimos ol Greenland— the 
percentage of cardlovasculai 
diseases. Is much lower than the 
general world average.

ENGINEERS’ 

’BEEHIVE* 

The amount of wax to be 
produced at a new branch ol 
the Follmlr chemical works, In 
Byelorussia, will beat that da- 
llying from all beehives tn Ihe 
country put together. 

Synthesized wax, which In 
Bo way differs from the natural 
variety, will find many uses In 
Engineering, electronics, wood 
processing and domestic chem- 
istry. 

This Is the first wax-making 
Industrial plant In this country. 
Previously such wax was only 
produced in laboratory condi- 
tions. 


Long-forgotten airs sounding anew

BOREAL BEAR TIPS 

The ice movement service In 
the Arctic now makes use of 
tha most advanced technology 
including certain space devices. 
However It Is often Important, 
say weathermen at llm Pevek 
observatory, to follow the mig- 
rations of the white bear close- 
ly- 

The arctic explorers have long 
since noticed that the white bear 
avoids ice hummock mosses. The 
animal often makes his trail 
6ver freshly cracked areas of 
ice. He is attracted there by the 
seals who breath fresh air 
through the holes that they 
make In the Ice. The bear trail 
Js clearly seen from the plane 
often helping an experienced 
Arctic explorer to determine 
the age of the Ice. When the 
pawprints have dnikened from 
water it la an Indication of very 
thin Ice; if they are not dark 
the Ice Is quite strong' and

Thorn her expressive soprano, rich In Intona- 
tions, acquired Ilia fineness and glamour which 
are the hallmark ol Iho Milanese vocal school. 
In Italy, Kaukalto prepared to sing Mlmt In Puc- 
cini's "La BohAme" end Desdomona In Verdi's 
"Olello". On her returns from Milan she made 
her first appearance at Iha Vilnius Opora where 
she was lo sing those two roles (or Ihe next ten 
years. 

Included In Gledre'a repertoire are many lllla 
parts In operas by Tchaikovsky, Puccini, Gounod 


and Verdi. Tatyaua and Mini!, Desdomona and 
Margarita and Gatka In Monyushko's opera of 
the same name. Madama Butterfly Is Ihe most 
recent addition and Is ono of iho roles Ihe singer 
likes best. 

Kaukalto has achieved particular expressive- 
ness In tlila part. Strictly following the score 
and submitting her interpretation to the Inner 
logic Inheienl in the Image, the actress reveals 
a whole gamut of feellngn before us. Her charis- 
matic, elegant and loving Madama Butterfly Is 
gradually and naturally transformed Into Ihe 
deeply suffering, mortally wounded Clo-Clo-Snu. 
In the famous farewell aria wllh her sou the 
singer's voice la strict, even restrained. And It 
Is almost Invisibly— In a sudden pauso or Into- 
notion, or In the very timbre of her voice— that 
(lie audience becomes aware of the deep pain 
she 1 a enduring. 

“In parallel to opera ! also took up chamber 
singing— aiming nt Uie Glinka vocalists' comps* 
lllion. When 1 won first prize I had many offers 
of solo concert tours. I was now constantly on 
Ihe move: appearing with organ-playor Leo- 
poldas Dlgryj, with the Vilnius ensemble for 
old music, and tho chamber orchestra under Sau- 
Bus Sondeckts. I nlso lake part In symphony con* 
certs where t sing Judas Maccabaeus and Sam- 
son by Handel, for Instance, and Mozart's Re- 
quiem, etc..." 

To leave Iho world ol opora was no easy deci- 
sion but Kaukalto wanted to try her hand at 
concerts where she was singer, director and art- 
ist, all in one. Today, we can say that die has 
succeedod. Kaukalte's chamber concerts ait 
noted for their deep ponelratlon Into the fabric 
nf the music. The singer Is always extremoly care- 
ful about the score, she Is n mistress of musical 
image knowing how to render Uie flavour of a 
particular historical epoch. Her performance la 
always sincere and expressive. 

Kaukalle has been on many tours abroad. She 
wont to Czechoslovakia with the Lithuanian 
Opera and Ballet Company; she has given cham- 
ber performances in Hungary and Bulgaria; sho 
has appeared In Finland, Noway, Denmark and 
Sweden, three Umcs In Poland, and lastly, twice 
in Ihe United Stales. 

Recently Gledro made a rolnrn appearance in 
opora as Tatyana In a new production of 
"Eugene Onegin". She does not want lo stay la 
opera permanently though.
